FPacking In a Science and an Expert
nt It Makes Money.

Pockers are engaged In sorting out
miules for thelr use and fitting the pack
furniture, Most of the mules will be
fitted with the Mexican aparejo, wii:
g to be preferved to the saddle with
“tree sawhbuek,”

It consists, Hrst, of
thick blankets, folded large enuogh to
nearly cover the mule from shoulder
to vump. Over this s placed a4 huge
pair of leather bags united by a heoad
